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ANNUAL  MEETING,  17th  March,  1966 

•yHE  Annual  Meeting  was  held  in  St.  George’s  Hall  on  Thursday,  17th 

March,  1966,  at  4 p.m.  The  Chair  was  taken  by  Mr.  E.  B.  Conway,  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Library  Council,  owing  to  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the 
Chairman  (Mr.  Acting  Justice  Kannemeyer),  who  sent  his  apologies  and  best 
wishes  for  a successful  meeting. 

Mr.  Conway  welcomed  about  70  subscribers  and  friends,  mentioning 
especially  the  Hon.  O.  H.  Hoexter  (President  of  the  Library)  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Justice  Eksteen  and  Mr.  Colin  Bennett,  M.P.  (Patrons).  He  went  on  to  speak 
of  those  connected  with  the  Library  who  had  died  since  the  last  meeting: 
Miss  Josie  Wood,  whose  work  had  received  eloquent  testimonies  from  all 
quarters  of  the  Republic,  Dr.  Sam  Hobson  (Patron),  Mr.  1.  C.  Verster  (Post- 
master), Miss  Marjorie  Watson  (Braillist)  and  Mrs.  M.  Marks  (the  Represen- 
tative of  the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind  on  the  Library  Council), 
whose  wonderful  work  for  the  blind,  especially  in  Port  Elizabeth,  over  many 
years  was  well  known.  The  meeting  stood  in  memory  of  these  friends. 

The  Chairman  reported  that,  after  the  death  of  Miss  Wood,  the  Library 
Council  had  unanimously  appointed  Miss  E.  M.  Spurling  as  Librarian  and 
Secretary  and  he  wished  her  every  success  in  this  post.  Miss  Spurling  then 
read  her  Annual  Report. 

The  Balance  Sheet  and  Statement  of  Accounts  were  presented  by  the  Hon. 
Treasurer  (Mr.  Brian  Godlonton),  seconded  by  Prof.  D.  Liddell  and  adopted. 
The  Chairman  thanked  the  Hon.  Treasurer  for  all  his  hard  work  in  coping 
with  the  Library’s  finances. 

He  then  introduced  the  Guest  Speaker,  the  Right  Reverend  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  Grahamstown,  welcoming  him  as  a Patron  and  friend  of  the  Library. 

The  Bishop  spoke  of  Miss  Wood’s  shining  example  of  service  to  the 
community  and  said  that  the  thanksgiving  of  her  friends  for  her  useful’ 
life  must  be  shown  in  their  appreciation  of  the  necessity  of  the  work  of  the 
Library  and  of  its  further  development  and  growth.  He  considered  that  the 
last  paragraph  of  the  Librarian’s  Report  was  one  of  the  most  important,  in 
that  it  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  more  people  could  benefit  from  the 
Library’s  services  if  they  knew  about  them.  He  hoped  that  these  facilities 
would  be  made  more  widely  known. 

After  mentioning  the  amazing  cheerfulness  and  enterprise  of  blind  people 
he  had  known,  he  concluded  by  saying  that  the  Library  Council  could  be 
proud  of  the  variety  and  value  of  the  present  equipment  and  he  hoped  that 
sufficient  support  would  always  be  given  to  enable  it  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
latest  developments  in  the  supply  of  reading  aids  for  the  blind,  as  there  could 
be  no  victory  if  the  front  line  had  little  behind  it. 
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THE  LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT,  1965 

MISS  WOOD 

The  death  of  Miss  Josie  Wood  on  5th  April,  1965,  brought  to  an  end 
the  first  chapter  of  the  Library’s  history.  As  its  Founder  and  Hon.  Secretary, 
she  had  devoted  46  years  of  her  life  to  its  development  and,  thanks  to  her 
wide  vision  and  resourcefulness,  it  has  brought  pleasure  and  benefit  to  hun- 
dreds of  blind  South  Africans  of  all  races. 

The  whole  Library  will  always  be  her  memorial,  but  it  has  been  decided 
to  build  on  a special  Wing  in  her  name.  This  Wing  will  house  the  Braille  and 
Moon  Circulation  Department  and  will  provide  storage  for  a considerable 
number  of  Braille  volumes.  The  plans  have  been  passed  and  building  will 
begin  early  in  1966.  Contributions  from  relatives,  friends  and  blind  welfare 
organisations  total  over  R4,000  and  a further  R2,000  has  been  promised  by 
the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind.  The  total  cost  is  estimated  at  about 
R 12,000. 

PATRONS 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Most  Reverend  Robert  Selby  Taylor 
(Archbishop  of  Cape  Town),  Dr.  J.  M.  Hyslop  (Principal  and  Vice-Chancellor 
of  Rhodes  University),  Mr.  Colin  Bennett  (Member  of  Parliament  for  Albany) 
and  Mr.  W.  Deacon  (Member  of  the  Provincial  Council  for  Albany)  have 
agreed  to  become  Patrons  of  the  Library. 

COUNCIL 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  our  Council  for  all 
the  thought  and  care  that  they  devote  to  the  Library’s  affairs.  Their  interest 
and  understanding  have  been  a very  great  help  in  what  might  have  been  a 
difficult  transitional  period. 

We  were  sorry  that  Mr.  A.  M.  M.  Rossouw  was  unable  to  continue  to 
serve  on  the  Council  and  we  thank  him  for  all  that  he  did  for  the  Library. 
In  his  place,  we  welcome  Mr.  W.  J.  Dickers. 

According  to  the  Trust  Deed,  on  Miss  Wood’s  death,  her  place  on  the 
Council  was  to  be  filled  by  someone  nominated  by  the  Council  itself.  We  are 
very  pleased  that  Professor  D.  Liddell  has  consented  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

STAFF 

All  of  us  on  the  Staff  are  missing  Miss  Wood’s  inspiring  personality,  but 
we  are  determined  to  carry  on  her  work  to  the  best  of  our  ability  and  we 
hope  that,  by  our  combined  efforts,  the  Library’s  tradition  of  personal  service 
will  be  maintained. 

We  were  sorry  to  say  goodbye  to  Mrs.  A.  H.  Goss  and  Mrs.  M.  Dare, 
both  of  whom  are  greatly  missed.  The  Library  is  much  indebted  to  them 
for  their  interest  and  hard  work. 

Miss  O.  Ford  now  does  the  bookkeeping  and  also  copies  some  of  the 
tape-books.  Mrs.  P.  M.  Hare-Bowers  has  replaced  Mrs.  Goss  in  the  Braille 
Department.  We  welcome  them  both  and  hope  that  they  will  have  a long  and 
happy  period  of  service. 
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Mrs.  Laurie  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Secretary  and  continues  to  be 
in  charge  of  the  Braille  Department. 

IN  MEMORIAM 

The  Library  has  suffered  a great  loss  in  the  death  of  Miss  Marjorie 
Watson,  of  Cape  Town.  From  1935  to  1959,  she  produced  130  volumes  of 
Braille.  Being  blind  herself,  she  knew  the  value  of  Braille  and  for  many  years 
she  taught  transcribers.  Miss  Wood  described  her  as  “a  most  efficient  teacher”. 
Many  of  her  pupils  produced  books  for  the  Library  and  in  1958,  eight  of  them 
were  working  for  us.  She  also  did  a great  deal  of  proof-reading  and  for 
several  years  she  produced  a very  popular  Braille  magazine  every  quarter.  She 
left  a legacy,  to  be  known  as  the  Marjorie  Tennant  Watson  Trust  Fund.  The 
interest  from  it  is  to  be  used  for  English  Braille  books. 

VISITORS 

We  were  glad  to  receive  visits  from  several  of  our  readers  and  from  Mr. 
A.  B.  Cilliers,  the  new  Principal  of  the  Athlone  School  for  the  Blind,  also 
from  Mr.  N.  A.  Gaum,  the  Deputy  Director  of  the  S.A.  National  Council 
for  the  Blind.  The  author  “Mikro”,  whose  books  are  very  popular  among  our 
readers,  honoured  us  with  a visit.  Parties  of  students  from  Rhodes  University, 
the  Grahamstown  Training  College,  the  P.J.  Olivier  School  and  Trinity  Pres- 
byterian Church  were  interested  visitors. 

PUBLICITY 

Talks  were  given  to  three  Groups  at  the  Baptist  Church,  to  a class  at  St. 
Aidan’s  College  and  at  a Seminar  at  Rhodes  University.  Material  for  exhibi- 
tion was  lent  to  two  schools. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Editors  of  “Imfama”,  “Die  Nuwe  Pionier”  and 
“S.A.B.W.O.  News”  for  spreading  information  about  our  work. 

DONATIONS 

A complete  list  of  donors  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report  and  we 
are  most  grateful  to  them  all  for  their  help.  We  are  especially  indebted  to 
those  who  have  organised  sfreet  collections.  Thanks  to  their  efforts  (in  31 
centres)  R 1,251  was  added  to  our  funds.  The  greatest  single  amount  came  from 
the  Strand  (with  Somerset  West  and  Gordon’s  Bay),  where  the  collection  was 
organised  by  the  Rotary  Anns.  Those  responsible  for  collecting  boxes  placed 
in  libraries  have  sent  in  R171,  the  Bloemfontein  Public  Library  heading  the 
list  with  R33.50. 

GIFTS  IN  KIND 

We  thank  St.  Dunstan’s  (S.  Africa)  for  so  kindly  giving  us  25  tape- 
cassettes.  Tape-players  have  been  gratefully  received  from  the  estates  of  the 
late  Mrs.  1.  M.  Currin  and  Mrs.  E.  E.  Findlay  and  also  from  Mr.  Sam 
Richardson,  in  memory  of  his  sister,  Mrs.  A.  Isaacs.  They  are  much  appre- 
ciated by  those  who  borrow  them. 

Many  readers  are  glad  to  have  disc-players  passed  on  by  other  readers 
who  are  now  getting  tape  books.  We  are  grateful  for  some  disc  books  kindly 
given  by  the  School  for  the  Blind,  Worcester 
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Braille  books  and  magazines  have  been  received  form  many  kind  friends, 
including  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind  (London),  Braille  Services,  the 
Worcester  School  for  the  Blind,  the  Rotary  Club  of  Heidelberg,  Round  Table 
of  Alberton  and  the  Jewish  Board  of  Deputies. 

OTHER  HELP 

Once  again,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  Postmaster  and  Staff  of  the  Gra- 
hamstown  Post  Office  for  their  never-failing  courtesy  and  help  in  dealing  with 
our  growing  pile  of  books — an  average  of  80  parcels  per  day,  excluding  maga- 
zines and  odd  packets — and  many  letters.  The  General  Manager  and  Staff 
of  the  Eastern  Province  Guardian  Loan  and  Investment  Company  are  most 
generous  in  giving  help  and  advice.  We  have  continued  to  receive  valuable 
help  from  the  Manager  and  Staff  of  the  Standard  Bank,  Messrs.  Beaumont 
and  Rice,  Mr.  R.  R.  Levey  and  Mr.  le  Roux.  Two  new  friends,  Mr.  Hoyle 
and  Mr.  Grobbelaar,  have  mended  Braille  writers  and  tape-players — a most 
necessary  and  important  service.  Our  work  is  considerably  lightened  by  the 
co-operation  of  the  Librarian  and  Staff  of  the  Public  Library,  the  Regional 
Library  and  Rhodes  University  Library.  Other  friends  help  us  in  preparing 
used  postage  stamps  for  sale.  We  are  most  grateful  to  them  all. 

Going  further  afield,  we  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  to  the  Director  and  Staff  of  the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the 
Blind  and  many  of  the  Societies  affiliated  to  the  National  Council  for 
various  forms  of  help. 

BRAILLE  AND  MOON  DEPARTMENT 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-four  readers  were  supplied  with  Braille  or  Moon 
books  and  magazines  during  1965.  Altogether,  12,695  volumes  and  4,697 
magazines  were  sent  out.  The  stock  of  Braille  volumes  has  risen  to  18,684 
(about  5,350  books),  while  there  are  3,092  volumes  (about  820  books)  in 
Moon  type  and  834  volumes  of  Braille  Music.  524  volumes  were  bought 
during  the  year  and  294  were  given. 

We  are  very  grateful  indeed  to  Braille  Services  for  their  continued  help 
in  transcribing  Afrikaans  books  and  binding  our  voluntary  transcribers’  books 
at  a very  low  cost.  We  received  157  volumes.  The  Students’  Library  of  the 
Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  in  London  has  been  a great  help  to  us 
in  supplying  books  for  students. 

There  is  cause  for  concern  over  the  drop  in  the  number  of  books  trans- 
cribed by  hand  during  the  year.  Unfortunately,  Miss  E.  Canning,  who  has 
headed  our  list  of  transcribers  for  many  years,  has  not  been  able  to  make  as 
many  books  as  usual,  owing  to  an  injured  hand.  Fortunately,  she  is  able  to 
continue  proof-reading.  Miss  Wynne-Eyton  is  another  friend  who  has  had  to 
give  up  transcribing  on  account  of  ill-health.  We  miss  them  both  very  much 
and  sincerely  hope  that  they  will  soon  be  able  to  resume  their  Brailling.  Other 
transcribers  have  gone  overseas  or  have  had  new  claims  upon  their  time. 
However,  we  are  very  glad  that  Mrs.  1.  Parker  has  passed  her  test  and  is 
beginning  to  transcribe  books. 

The  transcription  of  notes  and  examination  papers  for  students  has  taken 
up  a considerable  amount  of  Miss  Canning’s  and  Miss  Newby’s  time  and  we 
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are  grateful  to  them  and  to  the  President  of  our  Library  (the  Hon.  O.  H. 
Hoexter),  who  is  helping  them.  Mrs.  U.  Bruce’s  proof-reading  is  greatly  appre- 
ciated and  her  detailed  reports  are  most  valuable  to  new  transcribers.  Mrs. 
R.  Gee  and  Miss  B.  Craig  kindly  continue  teaching,  as  well  as  transcribing 
and  proof-reading. 

We  have  seven  learners  and  two  others  who  are  doing  a refresher  course. 
We  hope  that  when  all  these  friends  get  into  their  stride,  the  production  of 
hand-Brailled  books  will  rise  again.  We  would  be  very  glad  of  more  learners, 
provided  that  they  are  people  who  really  intend  to  give  time  and  talents 
to  the  production  of  books  and  do  not  regard  the  learning  of  Braille  as  a 
temporary  hobby.

TALKING  BOOK  DEPARTMENTS 

Some  people  are  not  clear  as  to  the  exact  nature  of  our  tape  books.  They 
are  especially  designed  for  use  by  the  blind  and  are  very  simple  to  handle.  The 
recording  is  made  on  half-inch  tape,  enclosed  in  a metal  cassette.  It  plays  on 
18  tracks,  so  that  20  hours’  playing  can  be  included  in  one  cassette,  if  required. 
The  book  is  played  on  a special  machine,  which  can  be  used  for  no  other 
purpose.  No  threading  is  needed  and  the  recording  cannot  be  erased  by  mis- 
take. People  who  find  it  impossible  to  operate  an  ordinary  tape-recorder  are 
quite  happy  with  this  simple  player. 

None  of  the  original  recording  is  done  at  the  Library.  The  master  tapes 
are  obtained  form  elsewhere  (mostly  from  the  Nuffield  Talking  Book  Library 
for  the  Blind  in  England)  and  they  are  copied  into  cassettes  on  a special 
machine,  by  two  members  of  the  Staff.  Mr.  H.  Goodwin  kindly  does  the  proof- 
reading. Up  to  12  copies  can  be  made  at  a time.  We  greatly  appreciate  the 
generosity  of  the  Nuffield  Library  in  supplying  us  with  equipment  at  cost 
price. 

We  co-operate  with  the  Rhodesian  Society  for  the  Blind  and  Physically 
Handicapped  in  exchanging  master  tapes. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  tbis  year  in  changing  our  talking 
book  readers  from  discs  to  tape  and  there  are  now  only  1 1 1 readers  getting 
discs  only.  Many  of  these,  quite  understandably,  prefer  to  continue  using  the 
machine  they  know  rather  than  embark  on  something  new.  The  difficulty  is 
that  no  new  disc  books  are  being  produeed  and  in  the  not-very-distant  future 
there  will  be  no  disc  books  in  a fit  condition  to  send  out,  although  there  are 


still  1,834  books  in  25,527  records  in  stock.  59,942  records  (representing 
4,281  books)  were  circulated  this  year. 

Two  hundred  and  four  readers  were  supplied  with  tape  books  during  the 
year  and  181  were  getting  them  on  31st  December.  Forty-one  of  these  were 
getting  disc  books  as  well.  By  the  middle  of  the  year,  we  were  able  to  offer 
tape-players  to  any  blind  person  who  wanted  one.  When  possible,  we  prefer 
readers  to  buy  them  (for  about  R45),  but  we  have  a limited  number  available 
to  lend.  Unfortunately,  battery-operated  players  are  not  yet  obtainable,  but 
we  are  making  enquires  about  their  production. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  1,106  tape-books,  covering  380  titles. 
These  included  a wide  variety  of  books,  both  fiction  and  non-fiction.  Cata- 
logues are  now  available  in  print  and  Braille.  It  is  often  possibleto  record 
more  than  one  book  in  a cassette.  This  is  a great  advantage  to  readers  and 
staff,  as  the  same  length  of  reading  time  is  contained  in  fewer  packages. 
5,572  cassettes  (covering  almost  7,000  titles)  were  circulated  in  1965. 

BOOKS  IN  LARGE  PRINT 

Our  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  production  by  Thorpe  Publications 
in  London,  of  books  in  especially  large  print,  known  as  the  Ulverscroft  Series. 
They  are  intended  for  those  who  are  no  longer  able  to  read  ordinary  print, 
but  who  are  not  blind.  It  is  not  possible  for  this  Library  to  stock  them,  but 
enquiries  should  be  made  from  the  Provincial  Library  Services.  They  are 
already  obtainable  in  the  Transvaal  and  the  Cape. 

CONCLUSION 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  geographical  distribution  of  our  readers  was

About  20  readers  are  getting  Braille  (or  Moon)  as  well  as  talking  books. 
This  makes  a very  good  combination  for  those  who  have  time  for  both 
methods  of  reading. 

One  reader  wrote;  “The  books  are  a great  joy  and  comfort  to  me  and 
make  me  feel  I am  not  only  a part  in  life,  but  have  an  intelligence  in  life 
as  a whole.”  The  husband  of  another,  who  regained  her  sight,  wrote:  “I 
am  certain  that  the  continuous  contact  with  valuable  literature  has  not  only 
enlightened  my  wife’s  life  during  these  past  months  of  hardship  in  semi- 
darkness, but  that  it  has  greatly  accelerated  the  healing  process  and  her 
amazing  recovery.” 

People  often  hesitate  to  apply  for  books  when  they  are  suffering  from 
cataract,  as  they  know  that  their  blindness  is  likely  to  be  temporary,  but  we 
are  only  too  glad  to  help  them  over  the  difficult  period  just  prior  to  the

operation.  Others  sometimes  think  thay  are  “too  old”  to  use  a talking  book 
machine,  but  we  have  enrolled  several  readers  of  over  90  who  are  thoroughly 
enjoying  the  books  and  some  over  80  have  succeeded  in  learning  Moon. 

In  spite  of  all  our  efforts  to  publicise  the  work  of  the  Library,  we  feel 
that  many  people  who  could  benefit  from  our  services  are  quite  unaware  that 
they  exist.  We  shall  be  most  grateful  to  anyone  reading  this  report  who  is 
able  to  put  a blind  person  into  touch  with  us. 

LIBRARIAN  AND  SECRETARY 

•pHE  Library  Council  has  appointed  Miss  Mary  Spurling  as  Librarian  and 
^ Secretary.  She  was  born  in  Grahamstown  and  educated  at  the  Diocesan 
School  for  Girls  there.  After  matriculating.  Miss  Spurling  went  to  Cheltenham 
Ladies’  College  and  then  to  Oxford  University,  where  she  took  her  B.A.  degree 
and  later  her  M.A.  degree.  She  also  qualified  as  a Social  Worker  at  Barnett 
House,  Oxford,  doing  her  practical  training  in  London,  Liverpool  and  Birm- 
ingham before  returning  to  South  Africa. 

During  the  war,  she  was  Adjutant  of  the  Grahamstown  S.A.W.A.S.  and 
also  helped  from  time  to  time  in  a voluntary  capacity  at  the  S.A.  Library  for 
the  Blind,  becoming  a member  of  its  Council  in  1945  and  joining  the  per- 
manent staff  in  1950. 

Miss  Spurling  has  represented  the  Library  on  the  S.A.  National  Council 
for  the  Blind  since  1946  and  has  been  on  its  Executive  Committee  for  five 
years. 

She  is  interested  in  Education  and  Child  Welfare  and  has  served  on 
various  committees  dealing  with  these  subjects  and  is  also  a keen  member  of 
the  Grahamston  Amateur  Dramatic  Society. 

REPORT  OF  THE  HONORARY  TREASURER,  1965 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  move  the  adoption  of  the  Annual  Accounts 
before  you,  viz.  the  Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1965,  and  Balance  Sheet  as  at  that  date. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  excess  of  Expenditure  over  Income  is,  this  year, 
R4,413.93 — slightly  less  than  last  year.  We  still  have  a long  way  to  go,  how- 
ever, before  we  balance  our  Budget  without  impairing  our  service  to  Readers. 
The  principal  item  of  Expenditure  is,  of  course.  Salaries  and  Wages  and  the 
increase  which  has  occurred  under  this  heading  is  to  be  expected  in  view  of 
the  expansion  of  the  Library’s  services.  Apart  from  this,  other  expenses  remain 
remarkably  consistent. 

Donations  show  a small  increase  but  bequests  total  R2,428.92  as  against 
R8 10.92  for  the  previous  year.  May  we  hope  that  donors  and  subscribers 
will  so  continue  to  remember  the  Library  in  their  Wills,  whether  for  as  much 
as  R 1,479.03,  the  largest  bequest  received  during  the  year,  or  R50,  the  smallest 
— each  was  undoubtedly  equally  important  to  the  Testator. 

The  Josie  Wood  Memorial  Fund,  which  is  still  open  to  receive  further 
donations,  stands  at  R4,245.67. 

Finally,  may  I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Messrs.  A.  R.  Whiteley  and 
Co.,  through  Mr.  Vetch,  for  having  performed  the  audit  in  an  Honorary 
capacity.

Die  jaarvergadering  het  om  4 n.m.  op  Donderdag  17  Maart  1966  in  die 
St.  George’s  Saal  plaasgevind.  Mnr.  E.  B.  Conway,  die  Vise-Voorsitter  van  die 
Raad  van  die  Biblioteek,  het  as  voorsitter  opgetree  weens  die  onvermydelike 
afwesigheid  van  die  Voorsitter  (Sy  Edele  Waarnemende  Regter  Kannemeyer) 
wat  sy  verontskuldigings  aangebied  en  sy  beste  wense  vir  die  sukses  van  die 
vergadering  gestuur  het. 

Mnr.  Conway  het  omtrent  70  intekenaars  en  vriende  welkom  geheet  en 
het  in  besonder  Sy  Edele  O.  H.  Hoexter  (President  van  die  Biblioteek),  Sy 
Edele  Regter  Eksteen  en  mnr.  Colin  Bennett  L.V.  (Beskermhere)  genoem. 
Daarna  het  hy  verwys  na  diegene  wat  aan  die  Biblioteek  verbonde  was  en  wat 
sedert  die  laaste  vergadering  heengegaan  is:  Mej.  Josie  Wood,  wie  se  werk  met 
veelseggende  lofuitings  dwarsdeur  die  Republiek  aangeprys  is,  dr.  Sam  Hobson 
(Beskermheer),  mnr.  1.  C.  Verster  (Posmeester),  mej.  Marjorie  Watson 
(Braillis),  en  mev.  M.  Marks  (Raadslid  van  die  Biblioteek  as  verteenwordiger 
van  die  S.A.  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes)  wat  jarelank  goed  bekend  was  vir 
die  wonderlike  werk  wat  sy,  vernaamlik  in  Port  Elizabeth,  vir  die  blindes 
verrig  het.  Die  vergadering  het  hierdie  vriende  staande  gedenk. 

Die  voorsitter  het  meegedeel  dat,  na  die  dood  van  mej.  Wood,  die  Raad 
van  die  Biblioteek  mej.  E.  M.  Spurting  eenpariglik  as  Bibliotekaresse  en 
Sekretaresse  aangestel  het,  en  hy  het  haar  alle  sukses  in  hierdie  pos  toegewens. 
Daarna  het  mej.  Spurting  haar  jaarverslag  gelees. 

Die  ere-tesourier  (mnr.  Brian  Godlonton)  het  die  balansstaat  en  rekening- 
staat  voorgele;  prof.  D.  Liddell  het  gesekondeer  en  die  voorstel  is  aangeneem. 
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Die  voorsitter  het  die  ere-tesourier  bedank  vir  al  die  moeilike  werk  wat  hy 
verrig  het  in  verband  met  die  geldmiddele  van  die  Biblioteek. 

Daarna  het  die  voorsitter  die  hoogeerwaarde  Biskop  van  Grahamstad, 
wat  genooi  is  om  die  vergadering  toe  te  spreek,  aan  sy  gehoor  voorgestel  en 
horn  welkom  geheet  as  beskermheer  en  vriend  van  die  Biblioteek. 

Die  Biskop  het  melding  gemaak  van  mej.  Wood  se  glansryke  en  voor- 
beeldige  dienste  aan  die  gemeenskap  en  het  gese  dat  die  dankbaarheid  van  haar 
vriende  vir  haar  dienstige  lewe  moet  blyk  uit  hul  begrip  van  die  noodsaaklik- 
heid  van  die  Biblioteek  se  arbeid  en  sy  verdere  ontwikkeling  en  toename.  Hy 
meen  dat  die  laaste  paragraaf  van  die  Bibliotekaresse  se  verslag  van  die 
belangrikste  is  omdat  daarin  die  aandag  gevestig  word  op  die  feit  dat  meer 
mense  van  die  Biblioteek  se  dienste  gebruik  sou  kon  maak  indien  hulle  daarvan 
bewus  was.  Hy  het  die  hoop  uitgespreek  dat  hierdie  dienste  aan  ’n  wyer  kring 
gemaak  sal  word. 

Nadat  hy  gewag  gemaak  het  van  die  verbasende  opgeruimdheid  en 
ondernemingsgees  van  sy  blinde  kennisse,  het  hy  ten  slotte  gese  dat  die  Raad 
van  die  Biblioteek  trots  kan  wees  op  die  veelsortigheid  en  waarde  van  sy 
huidige  uitrusting,  en  dat  hy  hoop  dat  daar  altyd  genoegsame  ondersteuning  op 
hande  sal  wees  om  die  Biblioteek  in  staat  te  stel  om  op  die  hoogste  te  bly  van 
die  jongste  ontwikkelings  op  die  gebied  van  leeshulpmiddels  vir  blindes;  want, 
so  het  hy  gese,  die  oorwinning  kan  nie  deur  die  voorste  troepe  alleen  behaal 
word  nie.

die  heengaan  van  mej.  Josie  Wood  op  5 April  1965  het  die  eerste 
* hoofstuk  van  die  Biblioteek  se  geskiedenis  ten  einde  geloop.  Sy  het  46 
jare  van  haar  lewe,  as  stigter  en  ere-sekretaresse,  aan  die  ontwikkeling  van  die 
Biblioteek  gewy  wat,  danksy  haar  omvattende  siening  en  vindingrykheid,  aan 
honderde  Suid-Afrikaanse  blindes  van  alle  rasse  genot  verskaf  en  tot  hulle 
voordeel  gestrek  het. 

Die  algehele  Biblioteek  sal  steeds  as  haar  gedenkstuk  dien,  maar  daar  is 
besluit  om  ’n  besondere  vleuel  in  haar  naam  daaraan  te  bou;  daarin  sal  die 
Braille  en  Moon  omsend-afdeling  gehuisves  word  en  dit  sal  ook  ruimte 
verskaf  vir  ’n  aansienlike  getal  Braille  boekdele.  Die  planne  is  al  goedgekeur 
en  die  bouwerk  sal  vroeg  in  1966  ’n  aanvang  neem.  Bydraes  van  familielede, 
vriende  en  welsyn-inrigtings  vir  die  blindes  beloop  oor  die  R4,000  en  nog 
R2,000  is  deur  die  S.A.  Nasionale  Raad  vir  die  Blindes  beloof.  Die  algehele 
onkoste  word  op  omtrent  R 12,000  beraam.

IN  MEMORIAM 

Die  heengaan  van  mej.  Marjorie  Watson  van  Kaapstad  was  ’n  groot 
verlies  vir  die  Biblioteek.  Van  1935  tot  1959  bet  sy  130  Braille  boekdele 
vervaardig.  Aangesien  sy  self  blind  was,  bet  sy  die  waarde  van  Braille  besef 
en  sy  bet  jarelank  aan  oorskrywers  les  gegee.  Mej.  Wood  bet  baar  as  ,,’n 
Uiters  bekwame  onderwyseres”  beskrywe.  Menigeen  van  baar  leerlinge  bet 
boeke  vir  die  Biblioteek  vervaardig  en  in  1958  was  daar  agt  van  hulle  wat  vir 
ons  gewerk  bet.  Sy  was  ook  ’n  ywerige  proefleser  en  vir  etlike  jare  bet  sy  ’n 
baie  gewilde  Braille  kwartaalblad  uitgegee.  Sy  bet  ’n  legaat  bemaak,  bekend 
as  “The  Marjorie  Tennant  Watson  Trust  Fund”,  die  rente  waarvan  vir  boeke 
in  Engelse  Braille  gebruik  moet  word.

Aan 
hulle  almal  is  ons  dank  verskuldig. 
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Verder  word  ons  dank  betuig  aan  die  Uitvoerende  Komitee  en  die 
Dircktcur  en  staf  van  die  S.A.  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes  en  aan  baie  van 
sy  geafFilieerde  verenigings,  vir  verskillende  soorte  van  verleende  hulp. 

BRAILLE-  EN  MOON  -ATDELING 

Gedurende  1965  is  Braille  en  Moon  boeke  en  tydskrifte  aan  334  lesers 
verskaf.  Altesame  is  12,695  boekdele  en  4,697  tydskrifte  versend.  Die  voorraad 
Braille  boekdele  het  tot  18,684  (omtrent  5,350  boeke)  gestyg,  en  daar  is  3,092 
Moonskrif  boekdele  (omtrent  820  boeke)  en  834  Braille  musiek-boekdele. 
Gedurende  die  jaar  is  524  boekdele  aangekoop  en  294  is  geskenk. 

Ons  is  regtig  baie  dankbaar  aan  Brailledientsc  vir  hul  voortdurende 
hulp  met  die  oorskrywe  van  Afrikaanse  boeke  en  die  inbind,  teen  ’n  baie  lae 
prys,  van  die  boeke  deur  ons  vrywilligc  oorskrywers  vervaardig.  Ons  het  157 
boekdele  ontvang. 

Die  Studente  Biblioteek  van  die  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
in  Londen  was  van  groot  hulp  met  die  verskaf  van  boeke  vir  studente. 

Die  vermindering  van  die  getal  boeke  wat  gedurende  die  jaar  met  die 
hand  oorgeskryf  is  gee  aanleiding  tot  besorgdheid.  Mej.  E.  Canning,  wie  se 
naam  vir  baie  jare  bo-aan  ons  lys  van  oorskrywers  gepryk  het,  kon  ongelukkig 
nie  soveel  boeke  soos  gewoonlik  vervaardig  nie,  omdat  sy  haar  hand  beseer  het. 
Gelukkig  kan  sy  nog  met  proeflees  voortgaan.  Mej.  Wynne-Eyton  is  ’n  ander 
vriendin  wat  oorskrywe  weens  swakke  gesondheid  moes  opgee.  In  beide 
gevalle  is  dit  ’n  groot  gemis  vir  ons  en  dit  is  ons  opregte  hoop  dat  hulle 
spoedig  hul  Braille-werk  sal  kan  hervat.  Ander  oorskrywers  het  oorsee  gegaan 
of  hul  tyd  is  deur  nuwe  eise  in  beslag  geneem.  Dit  verheug  ons  egter  baie 
dat  mevr.  I.  Parker  in  haar  toets  geslaag  het  en  nou  begin  met  die  oorskrywe 
van  boeke. 

Die  oorskrywe  van  aantekenings  en  eksamenvraestelle  vir  studente  het 
’n  aansienlike  deel  van  mej.  Canning  en  mej.  Newby  se  tyd  in  beslag  geneem 
en  ons  is  baie  dankbaar  aan  hulle  en  aan  die  President  van  ons  Biblioteek  (Sy 
Ed.  O.  H.  Hoexter),  wat  hulle  daarmee  behulpsaam  is.  Die  proeflees  van  mevr. 
U.  Bruce  word  hoog  op  prys  gestel  en  haar  uitvoerige  verslae  is  vir  nuwe 
oorskrywers  van  groot  waarde.  Mevr.  R.  Gee  en  mej.  B.  Craig  gaan  goed- 
gunstelik  voort  met  hul  onderrig,  asook  met  oorskrywe  en  proeflees. 

Ons  het  7 leerlinge  en  twee  ander  wat  ’n  herhalingskursus  loop.  Ons 
koester  die  hoop  dat,  wanneer  al  hierdie  vriende  op  stryk  kom,  die  oorskry- 
wing  met  die  hand  van  Braille  boeke  weer  sal  toeneem.  Die  toetreding  van 
meer  leerlinge  sal  ons  verbly,  mits  hulle  werklik  van  plan  is  om  hul  tyd  en 
talente  aan  die  vervaardiging  van  boeke  te  wy  en  die  aanleer  van  Braille  nie 
as  ’n  tydelike  stokperdjie  beskou  nie.

SPRAAKBOEK  AFDELENG 


Die  juiste  aard  van  ons  bandboeke  is  vir  sommige  mense  nie  duidelik 
nie.  Hierdie  bandboeke  is  spesiaal  bedoel  vir  gebruik  deur  die  blindes  en 
word  baie  maklik  gehanteer.  Die  opname  geskied  op  ’n  halfduim  band  wat  in 
’n  kasset  van  metaal  ingesluit  word.  Daar  is  18  spore  waarop  gespeel  word, 
met  die  gevolg  dat,  indien  nodig,  een  kasset  20  uur  speeltyd  kan  verskaf.  Die 
bandboek  word  op  ’n  spesiale  masjien  gespeel  wat  vir  geen  ander  doel  bruik- 
baar  is  nie.  Geen  inryg  is  nodig  nie  en  die  opname  kan  nie  per  abuis  uitgevee 
word  nie.  Selfs  diegene  wat  dit  onmoontlik  vind  om  ’n  gewone  bandopnemer 
te  bedien  ondervind  geen  moeilikheid  met  hierdie  eenvoudige  bandspeler. 

Die  oorspronklike  opname  geskied  nie  by  die  Biblioteek  nie.  Die  meester- 
bande  word  van  elders  verkry  (meesal  van  die  Nuffield  Talking  Book  Library 
for  the  Blind  in  Engeland)  en  dit  word  deur  twee  lede  van  die  staf  met  ’n 
spesiale  masjien  in  die  kassette  ooropgeneem.  Mnr.  H.  Goodwin  is  so  vriende- 
lik  om  die  proeflesery  te  doen.  Tot  12  ooropnames  kan  tegelykertyd  gemaak 
word.  Die  milddadigheid  van  die  Nuffield  Library,  wat  uitrusting  teen  kosprys 
aan  ons  lewer,  word  hoog  op  prys  gestel. 

Met  die  uitruil  van  meesterbande  werk  ons  saam  met  die  Rhodesian 
Society  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped. 

Wat  ons  spraakboek  lesers  betref,  is  daar  vanjaar  heelwat  vooruitgang 
gemaak  met  die  verandering  van  plate  na  bandopnames,  en  daar  is  nou  net 
1 1 1 lesers  wat  net  plate  gebruik.  Mens  kan  goed  verstaan  dat  baie  van  hulle 
Hewer  met  die  gebruik  van  ’n  bekende  masjien  wil  voortgaan  as  om  hulle  op 
nuwe  terrein  te  begewe.  Die  moeilikheid  is  dat  geen  nuwe  plateboeke  nou 
vervaardig  word  nie  en  dat  daar  in  afsienbare  tyd  geen  vir  versending  bruik- 
bare  plateboek  sal  wees  nie,  alhoewel  daar  nog  1,834  boeke,  bevattende 
25,527  plate,  in  voorraad  is.  Vanjaar  is  daar  59,942  plate  (in  4,281  boeke 
bevat)  versend. 

Gedurende  die  jaar  is  204  lesers  van  bandboeke  voorsien  en  181  sou 
hulle  op  31  Desember  ontvang.  Van  hierdie  lesers  was  daar  41  wat  ook 
plateboeke  ontvang  het.  Teen  die  middel  van  die  jaar  was  ons  in  staat  om  ’n 
bandspeler  aan  te  bied  aan  enige  blinde  wat  dit  wou  he.  Waar  dit  moontlik 
is,  verkies  ons  dat  ons  lesers  die  bandspelers  self  moet  koop  (die  prys  is 
omtrent  R45),  maar  ons  het  ’n  beperkte  aantal  wat  uitgeleen  kan  word. 
Ongelukkig  is  bandspelers  met  battery-dryfkrag  nog  nie  verkrybaar  nie,  maar 
inligting  omtrent  die  vervaardiging  daarvan  word  nou  ingewin. 

By  die  end  van  die  jaar  was  daar  1,106  bandboeke,  bevattende  380 
opskrifte.  Daaronder  was  ’n  groot  verskeidenhid  van  boeke,  beide  romans 
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en  nie-romans.  Katalogusse  is  nou  in  druk  en  in  Braille  beskikbaar.  Dit  is 
dikwels  moontlik  om  meer  as  een  boek  in  een  kasset  op  te  neem.  Dit  is  ’n 
groot  voordeel  vir  die  lesers  en  die  staf,  want  dieselfde  leestyd  word  in 
minder  pakkette  bevat.  5,572  kassette  (bevattende  byna  7,000  opskrifte)  is 
in  1965  versend. 


GROOT-DRUK  BOEKE 

Ons  is  attent  gemaak  op  die  vervaardiging,  deur  Thorpe  Publications  in 
Londen,  van  boeke,  bekend  as  “The  Ulverscroft  Series”,  wat  met  besonder 
groot  letters  gedruk  word.  Hierdie  boeke  is  bedoel  vir  mense  wat  nie  blind 
is  nie  maar  wat  nie  meer  gewone  druk  kan  lees  nie.  Ons  Biblioteek  kan  hulle 
nie  in  voorraad  hou  nie,  maar  navraag  kan  by  die  Provinsiale  Biblioteek 
Diens  gedoen  word.  Hierdie  boeke  is  in  die  Transvaal  en  die  Kaap  alreeds 
verkrybaar.

Been  van  ons  lesers  skryf:  „Die  boeke  is  ’n  bron  van  groot  vreugde  en 
troos  vir  my  en  laat  my  voel  dat  ek  nie  net  ’n  deel  van  die  lewe  uitmaak  nie 
maar  dat  ek  in  die  lewe  as  ’n  geheel  verstandelik  deelneem.”  Die  eggenoot  van 
’n  ander  leser,  wat  haar  gesig  herkry  bet,  skryf:  „Ek  is  oortuig  daarvan  dat, 
gedurende  die  afgelope  maande  van  moeilikheid  in  die  half-donkerte,  my  vrou 
se  voortdurende  aanraking  met  waardevolle  leesstof  nie  net  haar  lewe  verlig 
bet  nie,  maar  dat  dit  ook  die  genesingsverloop  en  haar  wonderbaarlike  herstel 
grootliks  versnel  bet.” 


Mense  wat  aan  oogvlek  ly  huiwer  dikwels  om  vir  boeke  aansoek  te  doen, 
want  hulle  weet  dat  hul  blindheid  waarskynlik  net  tydelik  sal  wees,  maar  ons 
sal  hulle  graag  gedurende  die  moeilike  tydperk  voor  die  operasie  wil  help. 
Daar  is  ander  mense  wat  soms  dink  dat  hulle  „te  oud”  is  om  ’n  spraakboek 
masjien  te  gebruik,  maar  ons  het  etlike  lesers  van  oor  die  90  ingeskrywe  wat 
die  boeke  ten  voile  geniet  en  daar  is  sommige  oor  die  80  wat  daarin  geslaag 
het  om  Moonskrif  te  leer. 


Ondanks  al  ons  pogings  om  ons  werk  aan  die  publiek  openbaar  te  maak, 
meen  ons  dat  daar  nog  talle  mense  is  wat  uit  ons  dienste  voordeel  kan  trek 
maar  nie  weet  dat  hulle  bestaan  nie.  Ons  sal  bale  dankbaar  wees  aan  enige 
leser  van  hierdie  verslag  wat  ons  in  aanraking  met  ’n  blinde  kan  bring. 
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BIBLIOTEKARESSE  EN  SEKRETARESSE 

Die  Raad  van  die  Biblioteek  het  mej.  Mary  Spurling  as  bibliotekaresse  en 
sekretaresse  aangestel.  Sy  is  in  Grahamstad  gebore  on  het  aldaar  by  die 
Diocesan  School  for  Girls  onderrig  ontvang.  Na  haar  matrikulasie  het  mej. 
Spurling  haar  studies  voortgesit  eers  op  die  Cheltenham  Ladies’  College  en  later 
op  die  Universiteit  van  Oxford,  waar  sy  haar  B.A. — en  later  haar  M.A. — 
graad  behaal  het.  Sy  het  haar  ook  op  Barnett  House,  Oxford,  as  maatskaplike 
werkster  bekwaam  en  het  haar  praktiese  opleiding  in  Londen,  Liverpool  en 
Birmingham  ontvang  voordat  sy  na  Suid-Afrika  teruggekeer  het. 

Gedurende  die  oorlog  was  sy  die  adjutant  van  die  Grahamstadse 
S.A.W.A.S.  en  het  ook  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  vrywilliglik 
bygestaan.  In  1945  het  sy  lid  van  die  Raad  geword  en  in  1950  het  sy  by  die 
vaste  staf  aangesluit. 

Sedert  1946  het  mej.  Spurling  die  Biblioteek  verleenwoordig  op  die  S.-A. 
Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes,  op  die  uitvoerende  komitee  waarvan  sy  nou 
alreeds  vyf  jaar  dien. 

Sy  stel  belang  in  opvoeding  en  kinderwelvaart,  in  verband  waarmee  sy  op 
verskeie  komitees  gedien  het,  en  sy  is  ook  ’n  geesdriftige  lid  van  die  Grahams- 
tadse Amateur  Toneelgeselskap. 


JAARVERSLAG  VAN  DIE  ERE-TESOURIER,  1965 

Dit  is  weer  my  voorreg  om  die  aanname  voor  te  stel  van  die  jaarlikse 
rekenings  wat  aan  u voorgele  is,  nl.  die  rekening  van  inkomste  en  uitgawes 
vir  die  jaar  op  31  Desember  be-eindig,  en  die  balansstaat  op  daardie  datum. 

Dit  blyk  dat  die  uitgawes  vanjaar  die  inkomste  oorskry  met  R4,413.93 
— effens  minder  dan  verlede  jaar.  Dit  sal  egter  nog  lank  duur  voordat  ons 
ons  begroting  kan  laat  klop  sonder  om  die  dienste  aan  ons  lesers  te  benadeel. 
Die  vernaamste  uitgawe  val  natuurlik  onder  die  opskrif  ,,Salarisse  cn  Lone,” 
en  die  toename  daarvan  kon  verwag  word  met  die  oog  op  die  uitbreiding 
van  die  dienste  van  die  Biblioteek.  Afgesien  hiervan,  vertoon  die  ander  uitgawes 
‘n  merkwaardige  bestendigheid. 

Daar  is  ’n  klein  toename  wat  donasies  betref,  maar  bemakings  beloop  die 
som  van  R2,428 — 92  teenoor  R810 — 92  die  vorige  jaar.  Ons  koester  die  hoop 
dat  donateurs  en  intekenaars  aldus  in  hul  testamente  aan  die  Biblioteek 
gedagtig  sal  bly,  of  die  bedrag  nou  R 1,479 — 03 — dit  was  die  grooste  bemaking 
gedurende  die  jaar — of  R50 — dit  was  die  kleinste — in  elk  geval  was  dit  van 
gelyke  belang  vir  die  testateur. 

Die  Josie  Wood  Gedenkfonds,  waaraan  donasies  nog  gestuur  kan  word, 
beloop  nou  R4,245 — 67.
